The boy and girl were skating on the "\ 
brook near the Ware pumping station , l 
and when about half way across they , c 
were seen to break through the ice by 1 r 
some boys, who were playing in a yard ; ( 
nearby. They ran for help and Cor- | n 
nelius Fitzgerald, the engineer of the i 
water department, ran from the pump- i 
ing station to the scene, taking a piece < 
of rope with him. He threw this to j 
the two children, who were struggling , 
in the water, but they were unable to 
grasp it. Mr. Fitzgerald went on to , 
the ice in order to bring the rope nearer 
to the children, but the ice was not 
strong enough to hold him and he w T as 
thrown into the water with the chil- j 
dren, whom he attempted to throw; 
on to the ice, but it was impossible as 
the ice kept breaking. His cries were 
heard by others and Chief of Police ; 
Buckley and P. O. L’Heureux soon 
reached the scene and with the aid of a j 
long ladder succeeded in pulling Fitz- 
gerald out. He was in a serious con- j 
dition and was taken to Mr. Buckley s 
house and attended by l)r. D. M. Ryan, j 
Chief Buckley sent to the town hall; 
for the grappling irons and started to , 
drag for the bodies of the unfortunate j 
children. After about 15 minutes’ 
work he succeeded in bringing to the 
surface the body of Gladys Bouchard. 
Aft*r some little time the body of the 
boy was brought up and the two bodies 
were brought to the home of George H. 
Stone, where Dr. Pearson worked hard 
over them to rouse a spark of life, but 
without success. 

The funerals were held Wednesday. 
That of Gladys Bouchard was held 
from Mt. Carmel church at 8 o’clock 
and that of Alfred legault at 9.30 in 
the same church.

New Principal For Wilbraham Academy. 

At a meeting of the trustees of Wes¬ 
leyan Academy at Wilbraham held \ 
Saturday in Springfield, Gaylord W. 1 
Douglass of Winchendon was elected 
principal to succeed Charles E. 
Davis. Committees were appointed to 
revise the curriculum and remodel the 
buildings of the school plant. This 
was the first formal action that has 
been taken toward the reorganization 
of the school since March, at which 
time it was announced by the trustees 
that they intended to change the char¬ 
acter of the school from a co-educa- 
tional institution, such as it had been 
since its founding, to a high grade 
school for boys. The school has been 
closed during the present school year. 
Another meeting of the trustees will be

John Pasco, who lives near the 
Moran crossing on the road to Spring- 
field, was fortunate enough to kill a 
wildcat which attacked him Monday 
night. He is employed chopping in 
the woods near the Merrill Stebbins 
place, and on his return from work 
Monday evening he encountered the 
animal, but managed to dispatch it 
with his ax. Mr. Pasco is entitled to a 
bounty of $5 from the town of Monson 
on satisfactory proof of the killing. 

It is supposed that the animal killed 
by Mr. Pasco is the same one which 
has been seen about Mt. Bunyan in 
Monson several times recently. At 
one time it had a rabbit or other small 
animal in its mouth. Its track showed 
that the foot was large and armed 
with long claws.

The fire had gained good headway 
when discovered and proved a hard one 
to fight, the cold being intense and the 
wind high. A boarder in the Riverside 
hotel, across the street from the Cercle 
Canadien block, gave the alarm. She 
had risen to close a window and saw 
the fire in the Dupuis store. Officer 
Michael Sullivan, who lived in one of 
the burned houses, was one of the first 
to reach the scene, anil at that time 
the interior of the Dupuis store was a 
mass of flames. Others who arrived 
about the same time found the same 
conditions. An alarm was given and 
the fire department of the Palmer Mill 
quickly responded. There was little 
that could be done however except pro¬ 
tect the property on the opposite side 
of the street. There was ample need of 
this, and the men did their work well. 
The Palmer fire department was sum¬ 
moned and the auto truck arrived in a 
short time. It did good work in pro¬ 
tecting property in the vicinity of the 
blaze, but could of course do nothing 
toward checking the flames, which by 
that time had made rapid progress in 
both directions from the original start¬ 
ing point. The steamer arrived a little 
later, and was set to draw water from 
the bridge over the river, but the dis¬ 
tance was too great and it had to be 
relocated, after which it did good work 
in protecting surrounding property. 
There was little that the firemen could 
do at any time after the fire was dis¬ 
covered but to attempt to save the 
buildings across the street and those 
east of the two-tenement house of Mrs. 
Dunn, where the fire stopped in that 
direction ; to the west it burned to the 
river. 


heat and the front was burned through 
in several places; there was also much 
damage from the water thrown on it to 
protect it. The Johnson block was 
similarly damaged.

The cause of th^ fire is a mystery. 
The earliest arrivals agree that when 
they reached the spot the flames were 
thickest in a part of the Dupuis store 
given up the storage of crockery and 
glassware. There were no electric 
wires near that spot, anil an investiga¬ 
tion of the boiler room of the block by 
early comers showed no fire in the 
room. It is suggested that the blaze 
may have been started by burglars. It 
is not many weeks since the store of 
S. Weiner was entered anii searched 
by the aid of matches lighted all about 
the premises, and the possibility of fire 
starting in this manner is not improb¬ 
able. 

The firemen were called to the scene 
again about 10 o’clock Sunday evening. 
Sparks had begun blowing from the 
ruins and property owners were fearful 
for their buildings. Chief Summers 
decided, after consultation with Super¬ 
intendent Newell of the Palmer Mill, 
not to put on a stream on account of 
the liability of the hydrants freezing, 
and a watchman was left to stay on 
guard all uight. The safe of the Qua¬ 
boag Hotel was opened Monday morn¬ 
ing and the contents found to be all 
right. But as soon as the air struck 
the papers they caught fire and were 
burned.

he was requested to answer the ques¬ 
tion. He stated that this was not a 
measure adopted by the committee, 
but was forced upon them against their 
best judgment by the general public 
criticism that the office was a sinecure ; 
that $1000 could be saved by adopting 
the dual position idea, and it was there 
fore tried with poor results. 

The fact that one of the Committee of 
Fifteen did not know why we adopted 
the dual position idea of conducting 
our schools has led me to wonder how 
many of our citizens really know what 
has been the result upon our schools of 
conducting them under the supervision 
of one man holding the office of prin¬ 
cipal of the high school and superin¬ 
tendent of schools. With charity 
towards all and malice towards none 
and in the interest of the children of 
the town of Palmer, I wish to tell you 
of some local history of a more recent 
date than that to which you have been 
accustomed to listen. 

The duties of the dual position were 
1 to teach two hours a day in the high 


results; make out labor and illiterate 
certificates for those about to enter the 
employ of local factories ; make out 
state and town reports; act as book¬ 
keeper, typewriter, receiving clerk, dis¬ 
tributing clerk, secretary and executive 
officer to a committee conducting the 
business of the educational department 
of the town at an annual expense of 
about $86,000. These were certainly 
tasks well calculated to employ to ad¬ 
vantage all the energy and enthusiasm 
of any man who attempted to perform 
the duties of the position. 

After studying for nearly two years 
the method of conducting our schools 
under the dual position plan and the 
results obtained, it seems only fair to 
say that while the results secured are 
exceedingly poor, it is the fault entirely 
of the plan which imposes more work 
on one man than it is possible to do, 
and is not the fault of the individual 
ho tried to operate it. It is believed 
that any man trying to conduct a 
school department of the size of ours 
on this basis will be less efficient both 
as a teacher and a superintendent 
because his efforts in any one direction 
become so attenuated that they are 
practically valueless so far as good 
results are concerned, and the strong 
mental effort required is so exhausting 
and severe a drain upon the system of 
any man that he finally Lv.comes un¬ 
consciously neglectful of the ordinary 
j duties of his position. 

The present committee, with three 
new members, began its work in March 
| of 1910, and the first occurrence to stir 
the smooth stream of its existence was 
the report of the superintendent that 
25 per cent of the senior class in the 
high school were unable to graduate 
because of their low standing. This 
report, with one that came in from a 
parent stating that he did not know 
until a few weeks before the close of the 
high school that his child was not to 
graduate led the chairman to say at a 
meeting of the committee that in his 
I opinion this condition of affairs was a 
severe indictment against the high 
school management and indicated a 
I spirit of indifference on the part of the 
superintendent and teachers that 
amounted to a gross neglect of a plain 
duty. It could not he shown from the 
records of the superintendent’s office 
that a call had ever been made or that 
a letter had ever been written to the 
parents in regard to this deplorable 
condition. 


Manual Training Incident. 

The next occurrence that brought 
out one of the hidden beauties of the 
dual position was late in October, 
1910, when the committee learned from 
the superintendent that both he and 
the manual training teacher had been 
trying to operate a plan which called 
for the sewing work in the eighth and

WHERE PLATINUM IS FOUND 

Rare Metal in Small Quantities Usu 

ally Is Associated With Gold 
in Gravel Beds. 

Platinum is round associated wltn 
gold, principally in gravel beds. The 
ordinary source is accumulations oi 
gravel which have been eroded from 
extensive area and gradually concen 
trated in one locality by the continued 
action of water. It is a rare metal 
and the accumulation must be from a 
great extent of country if a paying 
deposit Is to be developed. 

Platinum Is of a silver gray color 
which Is rarely tarnished. Its devol 
opment is similar to gold, except that 
where gold is usually associated with 
quartz and light colored rocks plat¬ 
inum will be found more commonly 
with dark colored rocks, and espe¬ 
cially those of a greenish shading 

It Is found only in small quantities, 
except at two or three localities. West¬ 
ern Colombia and eastern Russia have 
gravel beds which afTord the princi¬ 
pal supply of this metal. Elsewhere 
it is found over considerable areas, 
but not sufficiently concentrated to be 
of importance. It may be looked for 
among the formations adjacent to re¬ 
gions of old volcanic activity. 

The distribution is principally in al¬ 
tered rocks, and segregation seems to 
have been the principal cause con¬ 
tributing to its collection in ore 
bodies. The deposits found up to the 
present time have been of irregular 
mineralization and not ot great ex¬ 
tent. consequently all platinum de- 
1 posits must be considered with cau¬ 
tion 

! Of the rare metals associated with ; 
; platinum, iridium, osmiu n, paladlum | 
1 and others, little need be said because 
of their rarity. If found they will be 
’ associated with platinum and will be 
’ known by the greater hardness, 

5 brighter surface and greater speciiio 
i gravity.—Moody’s Magazine.

FAMILY AND FRIENDS WILL GATHER. 


Historv of Couple’s Life Reads Very 
Much More Like Fiction 
Than Fact. 

In their modest home near Shearer’s 
' Corner in Palmer, Mr. and Mrs. Michael 
Laford will to-morrow celebrate the 60th 
! anniversary of their marriage, which 
took place in 1852. The couple have 
j numerous children, grandchildren and 
j great-grandchildren, as well as many 
I friends, and the occasion promises to 
j be one of more than ordinary interest. 

| Sixty years of life together is vouch- 
I safed to but few married couples. 



When added to this there is a generous 
number of living descendants the event 
becomes of more than passing interest. 
To have successfully fought the battle 
of life for 45 years without hands and 
with only one arm; to have reared a 
family of children without assistance 
from charity in any way; to have 
maintained through all a disposition 
ever cheerful and optimistic, is to have 
accomplished the seemingly impossi¬ 
ble. And yet that, in brief, is the rec¬ 
ord of the man who will to-morrow cel¬ 
ebrate the 60th anniversary of his mar¬ 
riage to a woman who has in every way 
been a helpmeet to him, the sharer of 
his joys and sorrows, and with him a 
cheerful worker always for the success 
of the family. 

Mr, Laford’s life history reads more 
like fiction than reality. And yet it is 
reality—stern at times, as he and his 
good wife well know. Born in St. 
Thomas, Ontario, July 24, 1834, of 

French—Canadian parentage, his 
mother died when Mr. Laford was a 
year old, and his troubles began. The 
father deserted the family of seven 
children, of which little Michael was 
the youngest, and he was taken by an 
aunt, who kept him for a year, when 
he went to live with an uncle, staying 
there nine years, often ill-treated, half 
starved and poorly clothed. He had, 
at the age of 12, seven horses under his 
charge, which he had to feed and care 
for morning and night; it was often 
midnight when he completed his task, 
and 3 in the morning saw him again 
on the job. The treatment sure to be 
accorded him if he failed to rise on 
time acted as an excellent alarm 
clock and he was seldom late. It was 
his duty after a scanty breakfast to 
take three of the horses in a single 
hitch and draw logs from the woods, 
three trips constituting a day’s work. 
The sn ow was too deep for him to walk 
and he was obliged to ride the leader. 
The lad was so ill-treated that he de¬ 
termined to shift for himself, and he 
left Canada in March, 1855, walking to 
Clinton, N. Y., the journey taking 
him three days and leaving him with 
$1.25 in his pocket. At Clinton he 
went to work for the Slater Company, 
chopping wood at 35 cents a cord and 
burning charcoal. He had married 
Miss Mary LaMothe three years prev¬ 
ious, and he soon managed to save 
enough to send for her and their one 
child. On the journey to join her 
husband the box containing all the 
clothing of Mrs. Laford and the child 
was lost, a particularly distressing 
hardship just at that time. They lived 
in a log cabin in the woods, 12 miles 
from a store and seven miles from the 
doctor, who refused calls because of 
the mountainous condition of the 
country. A, 12-mile trip and return 
for provisions after a day’s work was 
not unusual for the young husband, | 
but the couple thrived and five chil¬ 
dren were born to them there.

Laford met with the accident which in 
j a fraction of a minute left him a cripple 
for the rest of his life. A misstep was 
made and his left arm was thrown 
against the saw, the hand being cut off 
at the wrist; the shock threw him 
j around and against the saw again, 
which this time took his right arm off 
at the shoulder. The man with him 
ran away, but Mr. Laford managed to 
shut down the mill and started for 
medical assistance ; the wonder is that 
he lived at all. With a wife and six 
young children — the oldest nine years 
of age — most men would have given 
up then and there, but in five weeks 
this man of undaunted courage was at 
work again as best he could. He con¬ 
tinued the same work as before, clear¬ 
ing wood lots, drawing lumber and 
railroad ties, and taking any contract 
which he thought offered a margin of 
profit. To the uninitiated the possi¬ 
bility of a man with only one arm and 
no hand making any headway in 
handling lumber would appear the 
height of absurdity, but Mr. Laford 
was an adept at it, and would often 
move and load pieces which no other 
man in his employ could handle. He 
seemed possessed of enormous strength 
and a wonderful knack of exerting it 
at the right time and in just the right 
way. As he prospered he acquired 
teams to assist him in his contracting, 
and owned some fine pairs of work 
horses, which always received the 
kindest treatment and care. In his 
work he was assisted by his sons as 
he grew older, until they married and 
gave their time to their own families. 
About 13 years ago the father who so 
heartlessly deserted the young family 
years ago, died. 

With his other accomplishments Mr. 
Laford was a good deal of a farmer. He 
made a specialty of potatoes, and one 
year planted, hoed, dug, picked up and 
carried into the cellar 135 bushels of 
the tubers. The picture given in con¬ 
nection with this article was taken 
while Mr. Laford was engaged in har¬ 
vesting a potato crop, and shows the 
method he uses of compelling the 
earth to yield up its store. At the age 
of 71 he walked from Brattleboro, Vt., 
to Palmer, a distance of 56 miles, and 
at 75 walked frequently to Springfield, a 
distance of 15 miles. He took up ped¬ 
dling in later life, and for a number of 
years was a familiar figure in towns in 
this section, carrying a small stock of 
articles sure to be useful in the house¬ 
hold, for which he found many sales 
and added materially to his income. 
He now has a little store which he con¬ 
ducts near the wire mill. Two years 
ago cataracts threatened to leave him 
blind, but friends who had long known 
him provided for an operation which 
gave him one good eye, and life looked 
brighter to him. A fall on the ice 
gave him a severe hip injury, but he 
recovered and is again about his ac¬ 
customed duties. 

Although Mr. Laford never uses in¬ 
toxicating liquors he is a lover of to¬ 
bacco, and it is interesting to see him 
light a cigar. Laying it on the edge of 
the table with his teeth, he takes a 
match in the same manner and light¬ 
ing it lights the cigar, which he then 
picks up and proceeds to enjoy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Laford have had ten 
children ; three died when youiia^md 
seven are still living. They Mrs. 
Virginia Deshayes of Worcester, a son, 
John, who has not been heard from for 
several years, Michael Jr., George, Mrs. i 
Georgianna Lavin, Mrs. Alvina Smart I 
and Mrs. Mary Barsalow, all living in 
Palmer. There are also 29 grand¬ 
children and eight great-grandchildren.

Henry M. Bliss, Native of Monson, In

before for treatment. Mr. Bliss was 
about the street as usual on Saturday 
of week before last, but on Wednes¬ 
day of last week began to have trouble 
with his heart and went to the hospital 
for treatment. He had a premonition 
two weeks ago that the end was near, 
for he remarked to a friend that he 
was “about done.” Mr. Bliss was 
born in Monson March 2, 1846, and 
lived in that town for many years.

2300 VOLTS PASSES THROUGH BODY. 


Tumbles From High Pole. Has Bad 
Burns and Broken Leg, But 
Will Probably Recover. 

William Whelan, a lineman in the 
employ of the New England Tele- 
I phone and Telegraph Company, 

' narrowly escaped electrocution in 
[ Thorndike Wednesday afternoon 
I about 3 o’clock. 

i Whelan was employed painting a 
I pole, and was about 25 feet from the 
ground. The pole carries both tele¬ 
phone and electric light wires. He 
was standing on a cross arm, and in 
reaching for his pail of paint at some 
J distance alxtve his head his hand came 
in contact with a light wire. A 
current of about 2300 volts passed 
! through his body anil held him in 
j place for a few seconds, after which he 
■ lost consciousness and dropped to the 
' ground. He received a bad fracture of 
the right leg above the knee. He was 
! rushed in a sleigh to the home of Mrs. 

[ A. P. Adams on Commercial street, 
i and l)rs. H. C. Cheney and S. R. 
Carsley of Palmer summoned by 
telephone. They did everything 
possible for the man, and later he was 
taken to the Mercy hospital in Spring- 
field, where at last accounts he was 
doing well. 

Whelan was one of a crew which has 
been at work on the property of the 
telephone company for some time. 
His plight was first discovered by 
James Dailey, a former employe of the 
Central Massachusetts Electric com¬ 
pany, and by Patrick Sullivan. 
When first seen he seemed to be lean¬ 
ing against the pole w r ith his hat off 
gazing at the sky.

CHANGE IN COLOR OF EYES 


By No Means Uncommon, and Easily 
Accounted For, According 
to 8urgeon. 

The possibility of a man’s eyes 
changing as the result of mental 
shock or physical 111 treatment waa 
the subject of an Interesting discus¬ 
sion by a number of surgeons in the 
eye ward of one of the great London 
hospitals. 

One of the surgeons stated: "It Is 
common knowledge that great phys¬ 
ical hardships may suddenly turn the 
hair white. The loss of color here 
follows on certain chemical changes, 
due to disturbances of nutrition, tak¬ 
ing place in the tiny particles of 
coloring matter which give the hair 
its color 

“All infants at birth have blue 
eyes. In some babies. Immediately 
after birth, pigment granules begin to 
develop in the Iris. Thus they be¬ 
come brown or black eyed. In others, 
however, no such pigment formation 
takes place, and the eyes remain blue 
or gray throughout life. 

“If this at present blue-eyed ex-con- 
' vict is really the missing brown¬ 
eyed banker, a reasonable explana¬ 
tion of the discrepancy in the eye 
colorings would be that under the 
3tress of physical and mental shock 
the coloring matter which had In 
early life developed In each Iris had 
atrophied or disappeared, leaving the 
eyes the original blue coloring pres¬ 
ent at birth.”

STATUS OF SOUTH AMERICA 

Too Little Is Known of the Republics 
of Chili, Brazil and Ar¬ 
gentina. 

“It is a mystery to me that the peo¬ 
ple of the United States do not know 
more about South America,” said Capt. 
Alfredo R. Searle of the Chilean navy. ; 
Captain Searle spent two years as 
naval attache of the Chilean legation 
in London, and is on his way to re¬ 
sume service at home. 

“The impression seems general over 
here that South America is made up 
principally of the countries in the 
north, as Ecuador, Bolivia, Colombia 
and others, when they should know 
that the greatness of South America 
lies in the republics of Chile, Brazil 
and Argentina,” continued Captain 
Searle. 

“Chile has a navy of 15 battleships, 
mostly cruisers, with a naval enlist¬ 
ment of 5,000 men. Brazil has two 
dreadnoughts of 20,000 tons each, and 
Argentina, within a few months, will 
have the largest dreadnought in the 
world, a ship of 28,000 tons. The 
army in Chile numbers 6,000, but we 
could easily raise 200,000 men, most 
of whom would be well drilled. In 
the revolution of 1891 there were 30,- 
000 troops engaged on each side. Both 
Brazil and Argentina could muster 
fully as large a number. 

“There are other things Americans 
do not know about Chile, perhaps. We 
raise the best quality of wheat in 
South America, and make a grade of 
flour that will compete with the best 
this country can make. Our wool in 
Liverpool is frequently sold as the 
highest grade received there, equal in 
every respect to the Australian wool.” 
—Washington Post.

LUNCH CHILrflEN WILL LIKE 

How Midday Meal Should Be Packed 
to Be Kept Warm and 
Appetizing. 

Mothers living too far from the 
schoolhouse for the children to come 
home to lunch will find this a solution 
of the cold lunch problem: Use a I 
box about 15 inches square, inside I 
measurement; pack a three-inch lay- : 
er of excelsior very solidly in the bot¬ 
tom, then put a tin or agate pail hav¬ 
ing a very tight cover on this. Pack 
excelsior solidly around this to the ! 
top of the pail. It is very important 
to have it solid, as the pall must be 
taken out. A cover must be made to 
fit the box and this, too, covered for 
three inches or enough to reach the 
pail with the excelsior, held in place 
with cheesecloth or other light fab¬ 
ric tacked securely over it. For the 
box make a cover of linen or dark 
canvas. This cover should extend all 
over the box and hook on side. For 
the lunch boil in the pail rice, beans, 
soup, or whatever you may choose 
that can be boiled. When nearly done, 
cover closely and put at once in the 
box; put the cover on the box and it 
is ready and will be done and hot 
when the children are ready for it, 
hours later. Of course, if a tin pail is 
used, nothing containing tomatoes 
should be chosen. This will be found 
of especial convenience to mothers 
living in the country, where children : 
drive to school. 

Toenail Surgery. 

The reason why most attempts per- , 
manently to remove ingrowing nails J 
fail is because they are not sufficient- : 
ly radical, says a New Orleans physi¬ 
cian in the Times-Democrat. The 
proper procedure is to anaesthetize 
the patient with ether or some other I 
general anesthetic, *hen remove, surgi¬ 
cally, the entire side of the nail which 
tends to grow wrongly. The anesthetic 
permits the surgeon to dissect out 
the entire section of the nail to Its 
remotest attachments. One great dif- !• 
Acuity about treating ingrowing nails 
is that the sufferer cannot be per¬ 
suaded to wear a sufficiently roomy 
shoe to permit the new nail tissue to j 
grow naturally. Thus do vanity and 
hygiene contend.

Anent the Lawrence Strike — Governor 
Needs Protection—Election by Popular 
Vote — Congressional Redistricting — 
Foss For President — Butler Statue 
Again — Trouble Ahead.' 

Boston, Jan. 31, 1912. 

For the time being the necessity of 
preserving the public peace in Uw- 
rence overshadows the discussion of 
the rights and the wrongs of the 
strikers, as far as the Legislature is 
concerned. This is seen in the unani¬ 
mous report of the committee on rules 
against the adoption of the order of 
Morrill of Haverhill, the one Socialist 
in the House, for such an investiga- i 
tion. His order was offered long before ; 
the strike and its consequences reached ' 
such dire proportions. It is, of course, j 
true that not all of the Legislature is of ' 
the same mind as the committee on ' 
rules. Mr. Sanborn of I Lawrence, by j 
offering his substitute order for an 
investigation by the Legislature, shows j 
his dissent from the committee. Law-j 
rence is his home city anti naturally ; 
he feels the stress of the strike more j 
than members who have lived further 
from the scenes of action. Still further, | 
he is a Democrat, one of the very best : 
in the House, a member of the judiciary 
committee and one who would be re- i 
garded as by temperament and train- j 
ing and surroundings to be a con- i 
servative. Therefore his dissent is! 
significant. In the main, as far as the i 
committee on rules is a sign, the first ■ 
feeling among a majority of the mem¬ 
bers is that order must be enforced first 
anti investigation must come afterward. 

There is constant excitement about ' 
the governor's chamber. The special j 
officer of the district i>olice who has 
been on duty there much of the time ! 
since the practice began of having an 
officer there, after the killing of a man i 
in Gov. Guild’s administration, tells 
me that there is no doubt that such 
protection is necessary, for the circum- j 
stances are far different from what they 
were in the good old days before radi¬ 
calism became so militant. 

But all our conservatives are be¬ 
coming radical. It is only a matter 
of degree and method. Practices 
which a few years ago were accepted as 
permanent are now antiquated. 
Senator George F. Hoar was not only 
opposed to the popular election of 
United States senators, but he was 
shocked at the very idea, it was so 
repugnant to him, so impossible for a 
rational, patriotic mind to entertain, 
as he saw it. But everybody to-day, 
in spite of the further objections of 
Senators Lodge and Crane, are for it. 
Joseph Walker, conservative by 
nature, associations and inheritance, 
stands to-day for popular methods in 
politics and taxation which have made 
him persona grata to the Republican 
managers, and yet they are themselves 
following in the same direction, only 
a little way behind. Walker advocates 
a sort of referendum, though he 
would have the Legislature decide 
what measures shall be submitted to 
the people. Senator Holden of Suf¬ 
folk falls into line, though he is the 
Back Bay man, and Chairman Hat¬ 
field of the Republican state commit¬ 
tee says that they desire, as the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Republican party, to 
do what the majority of the party 
wants done, though what the ma¬ 
jority wants is far more radical than 
seemed possible only as recently as 
Lodge’s Faneuil hall speech against 
the popular instruction of representa¬ 
tives and senators. In truth, it seems 
as if our supposed leaders were really 
followers, while the real leadership is 
on the side of the struggling masses 
who are determined to get a larger 
proportion of the good things of life 
and are ready to fight for every inch of 
their progress. Certainly the com¬ 
bative temperament is foremost and 
Ixxlge and Crane both hate that. 

To-day is the last day for public 
hearings before the congressional redis¬ 
tricting committee. Strong opposition 
has been made by several parties of the 
state, especially by the Republicans of 
Worcester, the shoe towns in the vi¬ 
cinity of Brockton, the towns of the 
jewelry manufacturers,—which want to 
be grouped together,—the Cape, which 
protests against being yoked up with 
New Bedford, and the city of Lynn, 
which insists that it is so different 
from the textile city of Lawrence that 
its shoes ought not to be put into the 
same class. Congressman Roberts 
hates to lose nearly all his safe towns 
and cities and to receive Somerville, 
the home of Charles J. Glidden, who 
may defeat him for the nomination as 
Republican candidate. Some very 
clever substitutes for the committee’s 
plan have been presented, but the com¬ 
mittee seems to stand like a stone wall 
against any amendment of its sugges¬ 
tions, for the instant one change is 
made, and a precedent established, the 
door will be open for other changes to 
follow. The fact disclosed by a Demo¬ 
crat who has done a piece of figuring 
which the recess committee did not do, 
showing that, by the last congressional 
vote the Democrats carried six of the 
lf» new districts and may carry one 
more easily, seems to have secured 
Democratic support, and it is now a 
question whether this discovery may 
not cause some change in the plan, es¬ 
pecially if all the Republicans should 
agree with Senator Denny of Worces¬ 
ter in his frank assertion that this is a

political matter and he should like to 
see as many districts made Republican 
as possible, regardless of size or shape. 
The law prevents that, but he did not 
exhale the spirit of the law. From 
what Washburn of Worcester said to 
the committee, a breeze is likely, in 
any event, to arise in the House. 

While there have been no presi¬ 
dential developments during the week 
in connection with the governor, yet, 
from expressions which have been 
dropped, it continues to be evident 
that he has friends who are watching 
every move carefully and that there is 
a political game in progress. It all 
depends upon the strength of better 
known candidates. Gov. Foss has 
strong supporters who will push him. 
His lack of national prominence 
hitherto militates against him. The 
question is whether his other points of 
availability will be sufficient to lead 
friends of all other candidates to unite 
upon him provided they find agree¬ 
ment upon either Harmon, Wilson, 
Clark, or any other is likely to leave 
sores. 

Further opposition to the erection of 
a statue to B. F. Butler has been at 
the front to-day before the committee 
on state house, and Major Henry L. 
Higginson, Col. N. I’. Hallowell, who 
commanded a colored regiment, and 
other high military officers of the Civil 
war have made the strongest protest, 
affirming, from letters of Grant, Hal- 
leek and others that Butler was a total 
failure as a military man. They also 
called attention to the features of his 
career showing probability of his 
having been concerned in sending sup¬ 
plies to the Confederate army through 
Union lines, Butler’s friends, includ¬ 
ing Col. A. S. Drinkwater, Herbert C. 
Joyner and others, were there in force, 
scouting the charges and showing their 
strong admiration for the general. 
This is at least the fourth time that 
the petition has been presented and 
the arguments each side have been 
just about the same, presented by sub¬ 
stantially the same persons. 

It was a sharp debate in the House 
this afternoon upon the question 
whether they should have an investi¬ 
gation of the Lawrence strike or 
should wait till the military have 
finished their service, till affairs have 
quieted down, and then have a general 
inquiry into all the textile industry 
conditions in the state, as the com- 
mtttee on rules recommended. Mr. 
Meaney of Blackstone made one of his 
strongest appeals for support of the 
committee on rules of which he is a 
member, but he was defeated by a roll 
call vote of 114 to 81 on the question of 
substituting the substitute order of 
Mr. Sanborn of Lawrence in favor of 
an investigation. The House wit¬ 
nessed the remarkable* sight of Mr. 
Washburn of Worcester taking the 
strikers’ side of the issue, and he was 
also against the committee on rules, 
a position which he found very agree¬ 
able and w r hich he seems quite likely 
to repeat. There is in the Senate a 
report by the joint committee on 
rules, made to-day, postponing action 
till the troubles shall have quieted. 

The committee on rules does not 
find calm sailing. Speaker Cushing 
has put an entirely new set of Repub¬ 
licans on the committee and it seems 
as if some of the former members feel 
as if they had been degraded. Yester¬ 
day the committee suffered an over¬ 
whelming defeat, and to-day they 
were defeated twice, on this Lawrence 
order and once by a vote recommit¬ 
ting a petition which they reported 
ought not to be admitted. It is clear 
already that this House will have its 
frictions, probably more than Speaker 
Walker had last year. They are pushing 
work, but elements of delay are already 
in sight and the May proprogation is 
not so sure as is desired. Landon.

Street Railway Problem — Legislature 
Working Hard - Republican Politics - 
Walker, Frothingham and Luce — 
Move to Protect Game Birds. 

Boston, Feb. 7, 1912. 

Worcester county and all of Western 
Massachusetts beyond has a vital 
interest in the street railway prob¬ 
lem which has been before the 
committee on street railways this 
week. It looks, beyond doubt, as if 
the scheme for the unification of the 
trolly service with the steam roads 
would surely come in the near future, 
even if it does not come this year. 
There is an association of 21 towns west 
of the Connecticut river, comprising a 
material area of the large undeveloped 
and isolated tracts there, whose purpose 
is to secure the building of the Bland- 
ford extension, so called. Their name 
in this alliance is the United Hill 
Towns Traffic Association of Western 
Massachusetts. Part of the broad 
scheme is the bill for the combination 
of the Worcester, Springfield and Berk¬ 
shire systems into one and then turn- 1 

ing over the entire property to the New 
Haven railroad. All this Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts sentiment runs strongly in 
favor of the railroad control of the 
situation. It is highly interesting to 
compare the sentiment as brought out 
at these hearings with the general 
alarm on the part of the people when 
they first saw clearly in sight before 
them, in the near future, the specter of 
railroad monopoly of all the steam and 
trolly transportation of the state. One 
of the speakers for the hill towns put it 
in this way. It must be conceded that 
the railroad commission was entirely 
in error when it laid down the dictum 
that if trollies could be run at a profit 
in this western territory, private capital 
would be forthcoming to build them. 
It has been abundantly demonstrated, 
it was said, that private capital will not 
build trolly lines among these hills. 
Yet the New Haven road stands ready 
to do it, provided the authority is 
given. Then the proposition was 
figured out financially in this way : In 
itself the new' business to be developed 
will not pay for the construction of the 
new electric lines, because those lines 
will be feeders to the steam road, bring¬ 
ing down milk and other freight, as 
well as passengers, for transportation to 
market. The fares and freight from 
the point of production to the point of 
steam shipment will be too small and 
the trolly line, owned independently, 
can take only the charges for bringing 
to the steam road. But the steam 
road, which is already built, will get 
the benefit of further charges in taking 
the passengers and freight from the 
point of shipment or embarkation, to 
the cities. These combined charges, 
on the trolley and on the steam road, 
will equal the cost of operation and 
yield a profit also. Hence the steam 
road can afford to do what private 
capital in an electric road would find a 
losing business. Hence the exceed¬ 
ingly earnest effort in these hill towns 
to put the New Haven road in monop¬ 
olistic control of the entire transporta¬ 
tion of that part of the state. 

It is true that it is pointed out that 
the Connecticut Valley, the North¬ 
ampton, the Holyoke and some other 
lines are not yet in the proposed 
steam monopoly, but there can be little 
doubt that all the trolly service of that 
part of the state would eventually be 
swallowed up by the system and that 
it would also gulp down the trolly 
system in Worcester county, in the 
main. 

Probably no session of the Legisla¬ 
ture ever began in a more unassuming, 
effective business way than the pres¬ 
ent. Committees have settled down to 
business quickly and reports have been 
made promptly in many instances. 
Some of the committees, such as that 
on agriculture and others with short 
dockets, have about everything already 
assigned for hearing and they are evi¬ 
dently making a strenuous effort to 
comply with the rule to have their re¬ 
ports in by the second Wednesday of 
March. There has been a complete 
discontinuance of the pernicious prac¬ 
tice of referring matters to two com¬ 
mittees sitting jointly, and though 
there is not as much of an effort as 
there was last year and in 1910 to have 
committee hearings after the sessions 
in the afternoon,—for the experiment 
was not wholly satisfactory,—yet the 
forenoon hearings crowd on all steam 
and hold the petitioners up to the 
mark of promptness and preparedness 
as much as possible. 

In marked contrast, too, with last 
year, is the situation in the governor’s 
chamber. Then, Gov. Foss was not 
only inexperienced, but an unknown 
quantity. There was an eagerness on 
the part of the Republicans to put him 
into a hole, and conditions were not 
favorable for effective work. This year 
the contrast is marked. Gov. Foss is 
on his second term,*fknown by exper¬ 
ience. Everything is quiet thus far. 
Very little is heard [in the Legislature 
of the governor. Perfect calm prevails 
and the inevitable politics of presiden¬ 
tial year has cut no figure yet. Mar¬ 
tin M. Iximasney is as undemonstra¬ 
tive as a volcano a hundred years 
asleep, and business is considered upon 
its merits. There is friction between 
the Walker survivors and the Cushing 
administration which may affect the 
progress of House business.

The I^awrence strike is such a i>or- 
tentous affair that it is not yet clear 
how the political partisans will handle 
it. Hence it has not yet come to be a 
football in either branch. Several 
propositions have been made for legis¬ 
lative action, but how they will work 
out practically ami whether the 
strikers or the employers would fall in 
with the plans of the legislators is so 
uncertain that no one can yet foresee 
any decided gain for either side, save 
that the effect does not seem favorable 
to the standpat faction of the 
Republicans. There is something 
doing in Republican politics, for the 
progressives are pushing their ideas for 
presidential primaries and are ar¬ 
ranging for rallies in the cities where 
they have not yet held them, sticking 
to their novel plan of not saying any¬ 
thing about their doings till after 
the thing has been done and then let¬ 
ting the public judge them by per¬ 
formance, not by promise. They still 
stick to their affirmation that prin¬ 
ciples, not candidates, are their chief 
aim, and that they are not committed 
to any presidential candidate. 

Joseph Walker is at the state house 
occasionally and it is evident that he 
is waiting to decide whether or not to 
enter the race for the governorship, 
while the friends of Louis A. Frothing¬ 
ham are absolutely confident, from 
their information from all parts of the 
state, added to last year’s primaries, 
that he can have the nomination if he 
wants it and that Walker must play 
second fiddle to Frothingham, if he 
wants any further advancement in 
Massachusetts. Lieut. Gov. Luce has 
his friends, but Frothingham seems, 
by his friends’ account, t6 dominate 
the situation. 

The congressional redistricting com¬ 
mittee, having finished its public ses¬ 
sions, went into executive session this 
afternoon in an effort to bring its recal¬ 
citrant minority members around to 
the ways of thinking of the majority. 
Since their last hearing a warm pro¬ 
test has been filed with them from 
some 400 prominent men all along 
Cape Cod, protesting against being put 
into the same district with New Bed¬ 
ford, but all expressions of disapproval 
seem to roll off from the backs of the 
committee and not to make the least 
impression. 

John R. Thayer of Worcester made 
one of his characteristic speeches to-' 
day before the committee on fisheries 
and game against the proposition to 
restrain self-hunting dogs. The com¬ 
mission on fisheries and game, backed 
up by the state ornithologist, Prof E. 
H. Forbush, is making war against the 
cats which destroy large numbers of 
birds and against the dogs which go 
off hunting without their masters, or 
self-hunting dogs, and scare up many 
birds from their nests, kill the young, 
or smash the eggs, and kill what old 
birds they can. The scientific men 
make out a very strong case for the 
protection of the birds and for the ben¬ 
efit of the farmers, but the lover of 
cats and dogs make a strenuous re¬ 
monstrance and the impression has got 
abroad that nothing will be done this 
year. It is easy to make fun of the 
proposition to license cats, and so the 
serious part of the case gets small con¬ 
sideration with some people. Mr. 
Thayer is a lover of hunting dogs, and 
he does not want the dogs put under 
restrictions which will make them 
nervous, or worry them in any way. 


New Russian Oil Region. 

While Baku is known as the great 
oil producing province of Russia, and 
Its wells have produced immense quan¬ 
tities, its reputation bids fair to be 
overshadowed by the new region, the 
Saliany Steppe. Saliany is about 125 
miles distant from the city of Baku, on 
the shore of the Caspian sea, at the 
mouth of the Kura, the largest river 
in the Caucasus. Its position is a com¬ 
manding one, both for supplying the 
European and eastern market. The 
petroleum deposits in the Saliany 
stpppe have been known for years, but 
only recently has attention been at¬ 
tracted thereto. The possibilities are 
very great.

PAPER BAG 
COOKING 

Great System Perfected by M. 
Soyer, Famous London Chef. > 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS FOR PA¬ 
PER BAG COOKING. 

By M. Soyer, Chef of Brooks' Club, 
London. 

I do not claim for the paper-bag 
system of cookery that it can cook 
everything. It is evident that tea 
must still be made in the teapot. 
Generally speaking, we may waive 
our claim to having mastered the 
difficulty with respect to soups, al¬ 
though I have made beef tea with 
excellent results. The following is a 
list of articles that may In the mean¬ 
time be avoided: 

Soup (except beef tea), omelette, 
scrambled eggs, jam (except in small 
quantities), Scotch kale, beans, cab¬ 
bage, cauliflower, broccoli, artichokes, 
macaroni or kindred Italian pastes. 

The success of the system depends 
entirely upon how it Is carried out. 
Good cooking requires time, care, at¬ 
tention to detail, taste and a tempera¬ 
ture suited to the particular dish 
being cooked. While the paper-bag 
system is labor and time saving, as 
well as affording more nutritive and 
appetizing effects than the present. 
It does not abrogate any of the rules 
that apply to efficient work at the 
kitchen-table.

Strong wire paper-clips, obtainable of 
any stationer, answer the purpose.

Practically any oven will do. Paper- 
bag cookery is as well suited to a gas 
Btove as it is to a coal oven, an elec-j 
tricity cooker or oil stove, always 
provided the necessary heat is se¬ 
cured.

"When I was visiting the estate In j

. 4,500 feet, a shower of rain might 
have been produced. 

“I therefore arranged to have a 
supply of rockets kept on the estate 
1 and fired off every afternoon at the 
rate of one rocket every five minutes, 
f but only when the condition of the 
f atmosphere was such that heavy rain 
threatened on all sides. 

“Whether rain has fallen In re¬ 
sponse to these explosives or not the 
r fact remains that ever since we first 
tried the experiment we have been 
1 fortunate enough to catch sufficient 
r moisture to enable the crops to sur¬ 
vive the drought."

Death of Dr. Benjamin Gill. 

Dr. Benjamin Gill, 69, of Bellefonte, 
Pa., formerly of the faculty of Wesley¬ 
an Academy in Wilbraham, died in a 
Baltimore hospital the first of the 
week.

Further, proportion your bag-size 
to what it is destined to hold. The 
i closer the fit of bag and contents, 
the better, and the more even and 
i compact the lay of the food, the less 
trouble in handling. 

! Use a footed wire broiler, or very 
epen grid-shelf, in the oven. All pa¬ 
per bag cooking is done in the oven. 

[f a gas oven, it must be lighted eight 
to ten minutes before putting in the 
! food and kept at blazing heat until 
the bag corners scorch lightly; then 
slacken the heat a third or even half 
_ throughout the rest of the time of 
cooking. 

Be sure to lay the bags in the oven 
with the seam uppermost, especially 
'.f water has been put inside. Seams 
will steam open now and then—if the

Possibility of Repair Shops Also. Palmer 
Center of System, Ideally 
Located. 

For a long time—ever since the ex¬ 
tension of the Grand Trunk railroad 
from Palmer to Providence seemed to 
be a certainty—there has been talk of 
the establishment of headquarters in 
Palmer of the Central Vermont road, 
which will of course manage the new 
line. These rumors have grown in 
force during the past few weeks, and 
still more so within a week. Just what 

has started them it would perhaps be 
difficult to say, but they are surely 
going the rounds. 

The most recent report is the possible 
removal of the Central Vermont office® 
—those of the Brattleboro-New Lon¬ 
don division — from New Ixmdon to 
Palmer. It is pointed out that Palmer 
would be the most central point for the 
control of the road, being about equi¬ 
distant from Brattleboro, New London 
and Providence. It has also been 
rumored that the repair shops now at 
the southern end of the line might also 
be located in Palmer, nearer the center 
- of the system. 

Contractors have been going over 
the line from Palmer to Providence 
i recently, with a view to bidding on the 
j construction, which it is proposed to 
begin soon, it is understood.

He seems to have contemplated 
j suicide the greater part of his long 
life and during his later years the 
idea became a fixed purpose. The

_ | that the law treated it as a capital 
I crime. The offender was buried at 
the cross roads, with a stake driven 
| through his body, and all his goods 
5 ’ I and property were forfeited to the 
crown, to the utter ruin of his family.

j unpleasant penalty. He gave open

challenge made motions of resistance 
and escape The faithful servant, 
failing to recognize his master, fol¬ 
lowed instruction to the letter, as 
was expected of him, and Sir William

knowledge, but it was impossible to 
establish a case of suicide by legal 
proof. The servant was protected by 
his instructions.

The way some 
dumb creatures are made to suiter 
with the cold is a shame and ought 
to make every humane person a 
worker for animals’ rights until a 
law is passed requiring every owner 
of captive dumb creatures to provide 
tight weather-proof winter quarters 
and warm bedding for them. The 
state has animal inspectors for every 
town to watch out for disease and to 
see that hygienic conditions exist. 

This is a forward step. Let the state 
now add to the inspectors’ duties the 
matter of the proper winter Lousing 
and bedding of aU cattle and fowl and 
a great act of justice and mercy will 
be done. The responsibility for this 
suffering is yours. It will never be 
remedied until the people rise up and 
demand it. I hope all the granges 
will get to work and especially the 
rt seems to me that some¬ 
thing can be done by another winter 
to forever protect our dumb 
from the cold and guarantee them 
comfortable housing. 

The M. S. P. C. A. has prosecuted 
many animal owners for neglect this 
winter; some of them were sentenced 
two and three months ih jail beside* 
a fine.

For Town Officers. 

New Names Suggested For Some of the 
Offices to be Filled. 

There seems to be little visible action 
regarding the selection of town officers 
at the caucuses next week, although a 
few names have been heard recently. 
The principal activity seems to be in 
the choice of candidates for license 
commissioners. In addition to the pres¬ 
ent board, all of whom will probably be 
in the field, .John Fay has decided to 
again be a candidate and Harry Haley 
has also decided to run. Harry C. 
Ellithorpe will be a candidate for the 
office of selectman, at the request of a 
number of people. A petition was in 
circulation yesterday for Henry G. 
Loomis, but without his knowledge or 
consent. Two new names are W. E. 
McDonald and D. L. Bodfish. Both 
have been and are close students of 
town affairs, both have served the town 
in various capacities, and can be de¬ 
pended upon to give the town pains¬ 
taking service if elected.

McKelligott, the present incumbent, is 
not known. Patrick Crowley has ex¬ 
pressed a wish to succeed himself as 
overseer of the poor. While it is not to 
be expected that these are all the new 
names which will appear on the official 
ballot as finally made up, the others 
have not yet been made public. 

Caucuses Next Week. 

Republican Ticket Closes To-night. Dem¬ 
ocratic To-morrow Night. 

The caucuses for the nomination of 
town officials are to be held next week, 
that of the Republicans in the town 
hall at Four Corners on Monday even¬ 
ing at 7.30, and that of the Democrats 
in St. Mary’s Temperance society's 
hall in Thorndike on Tuesday evening.

building at Palmer Center, where 225 
acres have been leased with an option 
of purchase. In the building it is ex¬ 
pected that 200,000 brook and brown 
trout eggs will be hatched within the 
next month, as well as white and pike 
perch. Hatching troughs and jars 
are being installed in the building, 
and pools will be built outside later to 
hold the fry as soon as hatched. 

Before purchasing the land it is the 
intention of the commission to 
thoroughly test the water supply and 
the quality, to be sure that it is wholly 
desirable for rearing the fish to the 
fingerling stage before going into the 
larger expenditure which the purchase 
would necessitate.

REAL MADAME “SANS-GENE” 


Story of Adventurous Career of Marie 

Therese Flgueur in the French 
Army. 

Everyone knows the washerwoman 
who was so familiar with Napoleon 
in Victorien Sardou’s play, “Madame 
Sans-Gene,” but the real "Sans-Gene” 
who lived at that time was a dragoon 
in one of the great Corsican’s armies 
and spent twenty years in camps and 
barracks, in campaigns and battles 
over Europe. In the Musee de L’Ar- 
mee in Paris a special case has just 
been installed inside which stands 
her equestrian statue. 

Her real name was Marie Therese 
Figueur and she was born in Bur¬ 
gundy in 1774. When nineteen, at the 
end of the reign of terror, she en¬ 
rolled in a cavalry regiment command¬ 
ed by one of her uncles and soon ac¬ 
quired the nickname of “Sans-Gene." 

Mme. Sans-Gene fought in Germany 
with the French and Batavian armies, 
charged at Hohenlinden, took part 
in the siege of Toulon, was in the Ital¬ 
ian, Spanish and Austrian campaigns 
and fought at Austerlitz and in Rus¬ 
sia. During the Hundred Days the 
emperor conferred the Legion of Hon¬ 
or upon her and she charged at Wa¬ 
terloo for the last time. 

With the Restoration she left the 
army to get married. S v e was then 
thirty-nine. In the course of her mar¬ 
tial career Sans-Gene had five horses 
shot under her and was wounded 
eight times In different engagements. 
She died in hospital in 1861.

Eating serves a double purpose— 
the giving of pleasure, the keeping 
up of strength. Ill-cooked food re¬ 
duces both to a minimum—hence the 
proverb: “God sends meat and the 

| devil sends cooks.”- Possibly his 
satanic majesty now and again nods. 

It must have been in such a somno¬ 
lent interval that he let M. Soyer’s 
system of paper bag cooking get by 
him. For unquestionably it is in the 
way of reducing ill-cooking at least 
one-half. Thereby it will help to feed 
fat all the nations of the earth. 

The use of cooking is to change 
the nature of food substances, mak¬ 
ing them at once better tasting and 
more digestible. Heat works by de¬ 
veloping flavors and transforming sub¬ 
stances. Its most important office is, 
however, to break down fiber, animal 
and vegetable, to such a degree as to 
render it easily digestible. If it is 
to do this it must be properly applied. 
That is to say, gently, regularly. 

Simple food, well cooked, is the 
foundation of happiness—and paper 
bag cooking means good cooking. 

It follows naturally that the paper 
bag is especially useful in preparing 
food for delicate persons, and grow- 
ing children. Here follow some 
dishes that have helped build up 
' weak and wasted people. That they 
i will be likewise good for children, 
j especially delicate ones, admits of 
| no doubt. 

Pigeon Roast— Take a squab, a 
! squab-chicken as small as possible, j 
j or a quail, dress it whole, stuff light- 
j ly with toasted bread crumbs, adding 
I a raisin or two, or shceds of tart 
1 i apple. Season very lightly inside be- j 

- ‘ fore stuffing. Rub a little more salt 
I outside, but only a little. Rub also 

! with soft butter, not melted, and i 
dredge very lightly with flour. Then 
wrap in bacon, sliced as thin as pos¬ 
sible, and put into a buttered bag 
with a half teaspoonful of water. Seal 
and cook in a hot oven twenty to , 
thirty minutes, depending on the size. 
The squab-chicken may require thir- i 
ty-five minutes. 

Shredded Wheat and Tomatoes.— 

Pour upon each shredded wheat bis- ' 
cuit required a teaspoonful of melted 
butter. Lay the buttered biscuit in 
a well-buttered bag and pile upon 

— them thick slices of peeled toma¬ 
toes, well seasoned with sugar, salt, j 
black and red pepper. Seal and cook j 
for ten minutes. Serve on hot plates, j 
A pleasing variant for children is to 
use instead of tomatoes, bananas i 
peeled, cut in cubes, covered with 

m ’ sugar and lemon juice, and cooked 
for eight minutes. This can be served 
with cream.

Seem to Be Most Plentiful Along Lines 
Followed By Autos. 

Tree Warden Charles H. Keith has 
been making a scout this week for 
brown-tail moth nests, and finds them 
more abundant than a year ago. The 
greatest number he finds along the 
roads and streets followed by’ the autos. 
Only one nesl was found in Thorndike 
and none in Three Rivers, though he 
has not finished there. In Bondsville 
few were discovered. A few were found 
in scattered places in this village, but 
near the Point of Bocks and Shearer’s 
Corner a large number were found, 
some on very small trees. The record 
find was yesterday morning, where, 
on a small pear tree in (lie garden of 
(). P. Allen on Pleasant street 18 nests 
were discovered; they contained 
enough eggs to supply the entire village 
with the moth pests. It is a pecul¬ 
iarity of this moth that the greater 
number of 'nests are found on pear 
trees. 

The (). P. Allen tree held the record 
only’ a short time, however, for in the 
afternoon, after scouting along South 
Main street with little success, Mr. 
Keith found 42 nests on two small trees 
—a pear and a plum—in the yard of 
John H. Shaw on Chestnut street, 
neither of the trees being larger than a 
man’s arm. They were so thick they 
resembled leaves. Mr. Keith finds that 
many of the nests have been opened 
and the contents removed, the work 
being apparently that of some bird, and 
he suggests the English sparrow. If 
this is true, all the bird’s faults will lie 
forgiven him.

Roads Washed By Rain. 

Heavy Fall of Water Tuesday Night 
Does Much Damage. 

A rainfall of 24 hours’ duration 
which began Tuesday afternoon 
caused a good deal of damage to the 
highways in some places and proved 
particularly annoying to the street 
railway company by: washing sand on 
the tracks. The rain began late Tues¬ 
day afternoon, but continued with in¬ 
creased force until in tlie early’ hours of 
Wednesday morning it fell in torrents 
at times. As the ground was frozen 
hard the water had to run off on the 
surface, and wherever it gained a hold 
through or under the frost it made 
bud work. The worst washout in 
Palmer was on the hill from North 
Main street to the railroad tracks, 
where deep gullies were washed and 
the street railway tracks covered to a 
depth of two feet at the foot of the 
hill. Thorndike street was also 
washed somewhat, and the north side 
of the new macadam road on North 
Main street just west of Thorndike. 
A gang of men worked from 3 o’clock 
Wednesday morning until the middle 
of the forenoon to clear the tracks in 
the several localities. All the lines 
were more or less affected, and it was 
well into the day before the cars were 
running on the regular schedule.

Notice of R^tijustment of Wages for 
Mills in Palmer. 

The operatives in the mills in Three 
Rivers, Thorndike and Bondsville are 
to have an increase in wages, according 
to an announcement posted Monday. 
The change will affect about 2200 em¬ 
ployes. No figures were given, but it 
is believed that the increase will be 
similar to that recently granted by the 
other mills in Massachusetts.

The operatives of the Sayles & Jenks 
mill at Warren were surprised yester¬ 
day afternoon when a notice of an 
increase in wages was posted in the 
mill. They hail made no request for a 
raise, which is on the basis of that 
recently granted by the American 
company. All piece work receives a 
flat increase of 5 per cent, anil the time 
workers receive advances ranging from 
1 1-4 to two cents per hour, according 
to the pay now received.

Each Family in Lerwick Has Its Own 
Flock Which the Children 
Feed. 


There are many small villages in ! 
the world that have only one street; _ 
but Lerwick, *n Shetland, besides hav- i 
ing only a single street possesses only ,, 
one tree, and it is not a very tall one , 
either. There are no land birds there. } 
not even a sparrow; but the sea gulls ► 
are plentiful. 1 

The inhabitants of Shetland are 1 
very proud of their tree and very kind , 
to the gulls, of whom the children : 
make pets. Children who are brought 
for the first time to Bee the wonders 
of one-streeted Lerwick are always 
shown, as a great curiosity, “the only 
tree in Shetland.” 

The sea gulls are the sparrows of 
Lerwick; and as such they have a 
greater share in the town’s life than 
the sparrows of London. In the . 
morning you will note that a sea gull 
sits on every chimney pot. Sea gulls 
swoop and hover over every roof in 
town. The air is full of their strange, 
high, plaintive, haunting cries. 

Every house has its own familiar 
sea gulls and every street its own 
, band of them. But, according to the 
Fruit Magazine, they never mix. The 
’ children in each house have a pet 
• name for their own particular sea 
gulls; and, having called them by 
t those names, they feed them every 
1 day 

i Each sea gull knows what is meant 
1 for him. No bird attached to one 
s house ever seeks to eat the food scat- 
. tered from the house next door. He

England, planted in 
1769, while here tn Aroer'ca there is a 
wild grapevine on the shores of Mo¬ 
tile Bay, within a mile of Daphne, Ala 
•commonly known as the “General 
.Jackson” vine, more than 6 feet in 
•circumference at its base. There is 
a grapevine in Carpenteria, Cal., un 
•der which more than eight hundred 
persons may stand. Its trunk is eight 
feet in diameter at the base and it has 
borne as high as ten tons of fruit. It 
is said that this vine was planted in 
1842.

! Simple cases of hiccough are often 
relieved by such measures as sucking 
ice or taking salt and vinegar.

With all the abdominal muscles 
tense, have him hold his breath as 
long as possible. 

The spelling “hiccough" Is recent, 
being a combination of the syllables 
“hie” and the latter term of “cough,” 
which is without either physiological 
or etymological basis; the pronuncia¬ 
tion, with perhaps the rarest excep¬ 
tion, is still that of the older form 
“hiccup,” earlier given variously—as 
“hickup,” “hickupsnickup,” “hickop,” 
“hickcock,” “hichcock” and “hickett,” 
with quasi diminishing suffixes ack, 
etc.; but the “hick,” a syllable aptly 
expressive of the spasmodic sound pro¬ 
duced by the conditions giving rise to 
the particular disturbance, is found in 
all references to the origin of the term 
which the writer has been able to ob¬ 
tain. The term singultus Is rarely 
used.—New York Medical Journal. 

Nails In Hard Wood. 

It will be found almost impossible 
to drive thin steel nails into hard 
wood, for the moment you hit them 
hard enough to puncture the wood 
they bend over on themselves.

Woman herself, for reasons ^ 
that require no elaboration here, de £ 
dines, as a rule, to fix the period. Mas- 
culine authorities, for the most part, ^ 
are chary of venturing upon such dan- ‘ 
gerous ground. Hence the question has 
ever been Involved In uncertainty and _ 
it would perhaps remain so were It not 
that a responsible authority—none oth¬ 
er than the Young Woman’s Christian 
association, the title of which indi¬ 
cates Its competency—comes to the 
front with a decision which may fair¬ 
ly be accepted as conclusive. It Is to 
the Boston branch of the association 
that the world Is indebted for the so¬ 
lution of the problem. The occasion for 
solving It arose from the completion 
of a new home for the young women 
of the association in the Massachu¬ 
setts city. In framing rules for this 
establishment, It was found necessary 
to specify precisely the limit of young 
womanhood, beyond which the bene¬ 
fits of the home could not be enjoyed. 
This has been fixed at 35 years. Up 
to that age a young woman comes 
within the meaning of the title as un¬ 
derstood by the association and may 
j enjoy the advantages of membership 
and residence in the home. On reach¬ 
ing her thirty-fifth birthday she must 
. resign her quarters. On that fatal day 
her young womanhood ceases and the 
"old maid” label Is placed upon her 
Indelibly and Irrevocably. Thus the 
! matter is settled beyond further cavil 
' j or dispute.—Pittsburgh Chronicle-Tel-

Taft Favored Over Roosevelt Almost 
Three to One. Only One-fourth 
Of Vote Democratic. 

Massachusetts had her first experi¬ 
ence with presidential primaries on 
Tuesday, and their desirability will of 
course be a matter of individual 
opinion in view' of the small percent¬ 
age of the voters who turned out. 

And yet there was every incentive 
( apparently for the Republican 
! strength to show itself, and the voters 
| of this party far exceeded those of the 
I other. The interest centered of course 
! on the contest between Taft and 
I Roosevelt. The result is that each gets ! 

18 of the 36 delegates to the national 
convention. This in the face of a 
Taft lead of 4000 in the presidential 
preference vote. The man responsi¬ 
ble for the even division of the ma¬ 
jority of the Republican voters, is 
Frank Seiberlich of Boston. He in¬ 
sisted on running as delegate at large 
on the Republican ticket pledged to 
Taft. His name was printed by itself 
a little above the list of eight regular 
candidates. The voter was expected 
to mark eight names, but many 
marked all nine, including Seiberlich’s, 
and these ballots were thrown out and 
not counted, there being no way of 
knowing which of the eight the voter 
preferred, although it was apparent 
that such a voter was emphatically a 
Taft man. In almost every voting 
place in the state this error was made, 
and thousands of ballots thus marked 
were not counted. In Palmer out of 
325 votes, 55 were thus marked. 

The results in this section will be of i 
interest. Palmer gave Taft a rousing 
vote—213 to 78 for Roosevelt. Monson 
j did as well, considering the number of 
voters, Taft getting 144 to Roosevelt’s 
86. Wales was impartial, giving each 
16, while Brimfield preferred Roosevelt, 
39 to 21. Holland apparently has no 
use for Taft, giving all of her 16 votes to 
Roosevelt. Ware went strong for Taft, 
and Wilbraham and Warren favored 
him by good majorities. Belchertown 
gave Roosevelt a majority of two, and 
Hampden helped him out with 23 to 11 
for the president. 

Never in the history of Palmer has 
there been so large a turnout at the 
I caucuses in the fall, and seldom if ever 
has the number been equalled for the 
spring election. Special free electric 
I cars were tub to the town house from j 
| all the villages after fi o’clock, and the j 
voters of the Depot village w*ere accorded 
15-minute time until 8 o’clock. Auto¬ 
mobiles were in use to carry distant 
voters to the cars, and there was more 
activity than has been known for years. 
As a result the total number of votes 
polled was 412—325 Republican and 87 
Democratic.

Mysterious Blaze In Daytime In House 
Of Chief Summers. Boy Rescued 
By Maid. 

The house of Chief Summers of the 
fire department, on Converse street, 
was seriously damaged by a fire which 
was discovered about 2.40 Tuesday after- 
i noon. And only by an exceedingly 
; narrow margin was the life of Stewart, 
i the three-years-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 

| Summers, saved through the courage 
' and quick action of the maid ot the 
' establishment, Joan McKay ; she found 
the little fellow on the floor of the room 
in which the fire started, unconscious 
I and in the corner farthest from the 
door, the room lieing so filled with 
smoke that it was impossible to see a 
half dozen feet into it. 

The boy was convalescing from an 
attack of measles, anti was in the front 
room of the house. Mrs. Summers had 
been in the room a few moments before 
the fire was discovered, but had gone 
down street. A caller a few moments 
later heard the boy singing happily, 
and a little after that the maid, on tip- 
toing up to look after him, found the 
little fellow on the bed apparently 
asleep. It was only a few moments 
later that C. Ralph I>eGro hurried in 
with the information that the house 
was on fire in the upper part. Miss 
McKay ran to the room, and on open¬ 
ing the door found it so full of smoke 
that she could not see the bed, which 
was directly opposite and only five 
or six feet away. She called to the 
boy but he did not answer. She then 
groped about the room and finally 
I found him in the corner diagonally 
opposite the door, on the floor and un- 
1 conscious from the smoke. Miss McKay 
is a slight woman and the boy is of 
good size, but she managed to carry 
him down stairs safely. Firemen who 
arrived just at this time found it im¬ 
possible to enter the room. The boy 
was wrapped up carefully and taken to 
the house of a neighbor, and suffered 
no ill effects from his experience. 

The fire started in a closet opening 
from the sleeping room, from what 
cause cannot be conjectured, as there 
were no wires in that part of the house, 
and no artificial lights. After burning 
through the wall the flames made their 
way between walls to the attic, and 
burned fiercely for a time. They also 
worked in several directions between 
the partitions, in some places the joists 
being nearly burned in two. When 
the alarm was sounded the team of 
S. W. Lyon was standing next to the 
engine house, and he made quick work 
of getting the jumper to the blaze ; a 
stream was put on from the hydrant 
west of Walnut street, and later one 
from Walnut street and one from the 
steamer. As the fire was all between 
the partitions it proved exceedingly 
difficult to fight, and it took large 
quantities of water to get it under con¬ 
trol. Practically every room in the 
house is ruined by water, and the 
fire damage is more than appears at 
first glance. The loss is estimated at 
*2000, insured through the Cummings 
agency. A good deal of the furniture 
down stairs was removed, but much of 
it was damaged in the work. This is 
insured through the Ijeach agency. 

Mr. Summers was in Springfield at 
the time of the fire and could not be 
located until about 5 o’clock ; he 
returned home shortly after 6.

Lifting Fire Hose by Elevators. 

The latest idea for raising water 
for fire-extinguishing purposes to the 
uppermost floors of tall buildings is 
to lift the hose by mean of the pas¬ 
senger or freight elevators. A simple 
attachment is provided for affixing the 
hose to the floor of the elevator, the 
pipe being coiled up in the bottom of 
the shaft so as to he easily raised. 

In a recent demonstration at Mem¬ 
phis. Tenn., says Popular Mechanics, 
it was said that the water arrived at 
the sixth floor of a building practical¬ 
ly as soon as the floor was reached 
by the elevator, and the fire chief of 
that city recommended the compul¬ 
sory adoption of the device by all 
buildings provided with elevators. The 
hose is inserted in the attachment 
about two sections behind the dis¬ 
charge nozzle, these sections being 
coiled on the elevator floor.

BLIND MAN’S SIGHT RESTORED 


Piece of Cornea From Dead Animal, 
Transplanted, Is Hailed as Tri¬ 
umph of Surgery. 

The French Academy of Sciences an¬ 
nounces the success of an operation 
on a blind man, performed seven 
months ago and watched carefully 
ever since. 

A workman had an eye burned by 
quicklime, sc that the cornea had be¬ 
come opaque. It has long been the 
dream of scientists to transplant the 
cornea from animals to man, but so far 
this nas been tried without success. 

This transparent cornea is one of 
the most delicate parts of the human 
organism. Very soon after death, or 
after the removal of the eye from a 
living person, for that matter, it be¬ 
comes opaque and begins to break up. 

But M. Magitot bas found a way to 
preserve its transparency. In the case 
in question it nad Deen Kept a week 
before a piece of it was fitted into the 
depression made by removing a quar 
ter-ineh square section of the cornea 
ot the blind man’s eye. 

Now after *even months’ observa¬ 
tion by the surgeon, the eye is pro¬ 
noun (■'. d well and ne can see with it 
—dimly, it vs true out still ne sees.

Of the foregoing list the oldest sur¬ 
viving teacher, as far as known, is 
John W. Robinson of Ware, now living 
at the advanced age of 86, and proba¬ 
bly the next oldest is Mrs. Nelson 
Munger, nee Jane Shaw, now of Res 
Moines, Iowa. 

The Mason District school was per¬ 
manently closed after the summer 
term in 1905. At that time the enroll¬ 
ment was fourteen, with grades one to 
seven. The pupils have since been 
transported to Palmer Grammar 
School. 

It will be noted that fifty-two teach¬ 
ers were employed from 1851 to 1906, 
covering a i>eriod of fifty-five years. If 
we add the incomplete list of sixteen 
teachers employed prior to 1851, we 
have a list of sixty-eight teachers for 
about seventy-four years, and it is re¬ 
markable that ten of these teachers 
were natives of the Mason district ;and 
from reliable sources we find nine other 
teachers, who were natives of the dis¬ 
trict, who taught elsewhere, making 
nineteen teachers who were natives 
here and l>egan their course of study

Minnie L. Converse, daughter of John

from Ann Arbor and was a teacher of 
Greek and Latin for thirteen years in 
Saginaw High school; her sister 
Maria, though not a native of this 
district, also taught in Monson and in ' 
Saginaw. Mary, daughter of Jonathan 
Cooley, was a teacher at Vassar. Her 
sister, Harriet Cooley, graduated from 
Mount Holyoke and later was a teacher 
there. Mary .1., daughter of John 
Kenton, was a teacher and married 
John W. Robinson. Josie M. Keith, 1 
now Mrs. 11. A. Northrop, alsb taught 
here very acceptably. Samuel l>oyd 
Fleming taught here and graduated 
from Harvard Law School in 1845 and 
practiced law in Palmer till 1850, being 
the only lawyer born in this district. | 
William 1>. Mason taught in Palmer 
and elsewhere ; he is now eighty-nine 
years old and is sup]K>sed to be the old¬ 
est surviving pupil who at tended school 
here. Maria K. Mason taught here at 
the age of fifteen a very successful 
school. She graduated from Mount 
Holyoke and married Rev. M. K. 
Cross. Mary E. Mason finished her 
education at the Springfield Select 
School and taught here and elsewhere. 
Julia A. Mason finished her course of 
study at the Palmer high school and 
taught in Palmer, another notable 
family of our native teachers. Flora 
C. Studley graduated from Palmer 
high school and from Bridgewater 
Normal, and has taught successfully 
in Springfield and elsewhere. 

The records show that all these 
native teachers proved their right to 
teach by virtue of their marked suc¬ 
cess in the art. It may also be said in 
passing that Mason District, in all its 
school history, was fortunate in its 
teachers, for it has been a rare ease 
when the school committee found ad¬ 
verse criticism necessary, which fact 
sjieaks well for teachers, pupils and 
parents, for the pupil refiects his home 
training in the school room. 

Sixty years ago the salary of teachers 
in this district was very meager, being 
from three to five dollars per week for 
years, then slowly advancing to six, j 
seven and to eight dollars in the last ! 
term ; and yet judging from results 
they all gave their best because of their 
love for their avocation, deeming the | 
marked advance of those under their j 
care as a part of their reward. 

The history of Mason District is not j 
lacking in general interest. Nearly j 
all its territory was located upon in ; 
1728, and most of the homesteads re- ! 
mained in the line of the original 
families for many years. 

It had its historic tavern built by ! 
Samuel Frost about 1760, the original 
settlers there in 1728. After a few 
years the house was conducted by; 
Sylvanus Walker, who had served in 1 
the French and Indian War from Pal¬ 
mer and who later was made a Colonel 
by \\ asliington in the Revolutionary 
service. Timothy Rrainerd, who had 
served in the war from Connecticut, 
became a tenant of the place about 
1781 and its owner in 1788, where he 
manufactured scythes and other useful 
articles with success. The farm re¬ 
mained in the family until a few years 
ago. 

Col. Kbenezer Webber, another 
worthy soldier who had served five 
years in the war from Worthington, 
came to Palmer in 1792 and married 
the young widow of Francis Brecken- 
ridge, and lived in this district till his 
death in 1807. He lived on the farm 
now owned by Mrs. Bridget Kinnevan, 
where she lias resided for more than 
fifty years. 

Another historic place, now owned 
by Charles Foreman, was the original 
ministry farm of the town and was 
occupied by Revs. John Harvey and 
Robert Burns during their pastor¬ 
ates from 1734 to 1757, and by Rev. ! 
Moses Baldwin for a short time. The 
present farm house was built by Joshua 
Shaw in 1762, who had exchanged 1 
farms with Mr. Baldwin. This farm 
was purchased in 1886by Mr. Foreman, 
who has taken pride in keeping the 
house in prime rei>air as well as the i 
farm. 

William Mason established a tannery 
in this district in 1790, which was con¬ 
tinued in the family until 1840, where 
the late John O’Neil lived. Aside 
from the two industries mentioned, 
agriculture has claimed the attention I 
of the jieople here. 

Among the leading settlers in this I 
district before 1800 we find the names ‘ 
of Brainerd, Breckenridge, Converse, 
Chapin, Cooley, Frost, Fenton, Flem¬ 
ing, Hamilton, King, Lamb, McNitt, j 
Mason, Shaw, Walker anti Webber. ; 
All these names' are frequently found ! 
in our town records, anti they all in j 
their turn served well their day and 
generation in town, state, church and 
military affairs, a goodly number of j 
whom found service in the Indian and 
Revolutionary wars.
